declined, through the advice of coun- 
sel, to answer, and had been brought 
here now to answer on their own 
grounds. 

Lawrence declined ‘to’ answer, and re- 
quested permission for McEnerney to 
furnish an explanation which he could 
not do himself. Accordingly the at- 
torney lifted himself to his feet to ex- 
plain that the reason Lawrence 
wouldn’t answer was because the mat- 
ter desired to be elicited .was confiden- 
tial, and because the question pro- 
pounded was neither pertinent nor ma- 
terial to the investigation.

“This Senate shall not prose- 
cute the Examiner,” he thundered, with 
the accent on “shall not,” “so long as 
there is andéther branch of the govern- 
ment,’”’ and then he told a nice little 
story which served the purpose of set- 
tng his hearers grinning at ‘its sug- 
gestiveness. 

“Once there were forty little boys 
in school,” he declared. “The teacher 
said, ‘Every little boy who is not hon- 
est has a crooked finger.’ Three lit- 
tle boys held up their fingers, saying 
‘My fingers ain’t crooked.’ The argu- 
ment was forceful enough, but all the 
same these three little boys were the 
only crooked ones in school,” 

This was understood by the crowd to 
be- hot shot at certain Senators, and 
was much appreciated by the crowd. 

“Knight..made several clever hits, and 
when his half-hour was exhausted he 
was granted further time. _He virtually 
abandoned his case and exonerated the 
Senate when he discussed the matter 
of the alleged telegrams, and said a 
corrupt attempt to influence legislation 
Was one thing and an honest attempt 
to aid, is another. Following this up 

as the statement that he, himself, had 
urged mémbers not to vote for certain 
bills. In closing, he said, substantially: 
*“Gentlemen, you are astray in this. 
You have no right to anticipate the fu- 
-ture and“take from these witnesses tes- 
timony to be used against them when 
the Examiner may be sued by indi- 
viduals for libel. 

“Do you want to spar with this ae 
Democratic newspaper? I, as partisan 
as any Senator on the floor, say to you:

Citrus-Growers to Have 
Another Hearing 


The Committeemen Will Listen 
While They Eat. 


Tremendous Crush of Visitors at 
the White House. 


First Meeting of the New Cabinet. 
Straight Republicans and Demo- 
crates to Form a Coalition in the 
Senate—Washington Notes. —

‘WASHINGTON, March 9.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The citrus-fruit growers will 
be given another hearing before the 
sub-committee of the Ways and Means 
Committee, when will be presented ar- 
gumentfor a greater duty on the basis 
of.1 cent a pound specific duty on all 
importations of oranges, lemons, limes 
and ‘bread-fruit.. This is the result of 
work done by Congressman McLach- 
lan, who is practically in charge of, this 
feature for the committee. In addition 
to the original committee, Messrs. 
Snow, Daniels and Allen, M. W. Griffith 
and E. M. Ward, now here, are acting 
with the regular body. 

The hearing will take the form of a 
luncheon at the Chamberlain House, as 
the committeemen are.so hard at work 
that they cannot give any other time 
for the hearing. Dolliver, Tawney and. 
Johnson, the sub-committee, and per- 
haps some other member of the com- 
mittee, will be present. The Southern 
California men will talk figures and 
fruit, while their guesits are eating, and 
an hour and a half will be thus spent. 

The. committee today presented to 
Senator Perkins their brief and -con- 
sulted on the course. to be pursued in 
the Senate. 

The greatest efforts will be made. in 
the House, as it is believed the chance 
for success depends largely on having 
the figures wanted in the bill when it 
leaves the committe 


THE TARIFF BILL. 


It “wit Be Ready After Con- 
gress Meets. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, March  9.—Chair- 
man Dingley of the Ways and Means 
Committee today said he expects the 
new tariff bill will be ready to intro- 
duce very soon after Congress as- 
sembles. 

Speaking of the report that the law 
might provide that the duties assessed 
should go into effect immediately on 
the introduction of the bill, Mr. Ding- 
ley said it would be impossible under 
our Constitution to: make a law retro- 
active. In the United States, he said, 
imports must be assessed according to 
the law on the statute books at the 
time the goods were imported. The 
law could provide that goods still in 
bond should pay the new duty, if they 
had not been withdrawn from bond at 
the time the law went into effect. 

The committee had under considera- 
tion today the sugar schedule; but 
reached no conclusion regarding it. 
The free-list schedule was completed. 


Nearly all the remaining articles which, 


had not been disposed of and which 
were dutiable under the McKinley law 
have been restored to the dutiable list 
at rates somewhat less than the Mc- 
Kinley rates. These additions to the 
dutiable list include some chemicals 
used in the manufacture of soaps, .and 
it may be necessary to increase the 
duty which had been placed on soaps in 
the first draft of the bill, to make up 
for this change as to raw ‘materials. 

The pottery schedule has not yet been 
completed, and there is considerable 
question whether the ad valorem rates 
of the McKinley law should be restored 
or specific duties imposed.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Even- 
ing Star today says: It is understood 
the President will not appoint members 
of an international monetary confer- 
ence commission or take any steps to- 
calling a conference until after 
the expiration of the special session of 
Congress.

They are expected to as- 
sume an attitude friendly to bimetal- 
lism, and exert what influence they. 
can toward inducing the countries to 
which they are accredited to give the 
matter serious consideration.

When he does work it will 
be-as heavy as anything he has gone 
through up to the present time, but 
he ‘will take it easy on one day and 
harder on the day following, He will 
altérnate ‘the work in this manner un- 
til he has finished his training. This 
course has been decided upon by Trainer 
Charlies White, who is a bit fearful 
that keeping at one kind of work too 
steadily will tend to make Corbett tire 
of the work or rather tire of the con- 
start repetition of the same work day 
after day. 

“The way to train a man for a fight,” 
said White, “ is to keep him amused 
if péssible, to keep him liking the 
work. Now, Corbett is so fond of work 
that. if we did not hold him back at 
times he would do too much, and 


_ might make himself stale. Jim is one 


of those fellows who always goes into 
thifigs heart and-soul, and. he ‘puts 
more nervous energy into his training 
than any man I have ever ‘known. He 
would do so much if we would allow 
it, that he would tire of the work. When 
I say tire I do not mean that he would 
sulk: and not care to do anything, but 
that he might lose relish for the work, 
and when once a man has lost that 
he. has begun to go back in his train- 
ing. At least, that is my experience.” 

“Corbett is the fastest big man on his 
feet that I have ever seen,” continued 
White. “ I have seen Fitzsimmons in 
all his work, and I do not think that’ 
he ts as fast on: his feet as Corbett, 
although Fitzsimmons has a. side step 
that is as quick as lightning. Anybody. 
who thinks that Fitzsimmons is not 
fast on his feet is making a large mis- 
take, but at the same time he is not 
as fast as Corbett, and wheh it is con- 
sidered that Corbett is, in some _ re- 
spects, a larger man than Fitzsim- 
mons, it can be judged that Jim is & 
pretty clever man in order to be sesver 
than Fitzsimmons, and that is 
what he is.

FIGHTING RENEWED IN CRETE. 


AN ITALYAN WARSHIP SHELLS AN 
INSURGENT CAMP. 


The Greek Consul, Hellenic Fleet 
and Correspondents Expelled 
from Canea—Turkish Min- 
ister at Athens Scared,

ATHENS,~March 9.—It is reported 
that the Turkish Minister has asked to 
be recalled, as he fears his life is in 
danger. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has 
sent a dispatch to the Metropolitan of 
Athens in which he says the Estab- 
lished Church of England is praying 
earnestly to the Almighty to give the 
Cretans liberty, justice and peace. 

The reserves continue to arrive from 
the provinces, and the greatest interest 
is displayed in the full text of the Greek 
reply to the powers, which was not pub- 
lished in the Athens papers-until this 
evening. It is generally appoved. 
The Ephemoris, the government or- 
gan, asserts that orders have been sent 
to Commodore Sachtouris to maintain 
the position of the Greek fleets in Gre- 
cian waters, even though the powers 
threaten to use force, and that Prince 
George himself has visited Platania 
to instruct Col Vassos to remain where 
he is, in the interior of the island.

A LEGISLATIVE SNARL. 


The Two Houses at Loggerheads 
Over Joint Rule Forty. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] | 

SACRAMENTO, March 9.—The Leg- 
islature is in a snarl again over its 
troublesome rules. Joint rule 40. pro- 
vides that joint resolutions, constitu- 
tional amendments, deficiency and 
claim bills shall be considered during 
the last twelve days preceding adjourn- 
ment. 

The two houses have been trying to 
reach an agreement -whereby_ these 
bills can be taken up. Yesterday a 
conference committee reported in favor 
of abrogating rules 40, 48, and 49 and 
adjourning on the 16th. The Senate 
adopted the report and the. Assembly 
tabled it. 

Today the Assembly passed a con- 
current resolution abrogating the rules. 
Senator Boyce introduced a resolution 
to the effect that all Assembly bills 
passed, in violation of the joint rules 
and which are now on the twelve-day 
file, be returned to the Assembly forth- 
with. Dickinson offered a substitute to 
take up the bills now on the twelve- 
day file. Withington raised the point 
of order that the substitute was not 
germane to the resolution. The mat- 
ter including the Assembly concurrent 
resolution, was made a special order 
for tomororw afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. 

The Assembly threatens in the event 
of the Boyce resolution being passed 
to strike the enacting clause out of 
every Senate bill. A hope is expressed 
that the matter may be settled to- 
morrow. 

In the Senate tonight Senator Dwyer 
made a hard fight for his bill to in- 
corporate societies for the enforcement 
of the law and the prosecution of pub- 
lic offenders, but the measure was lost. 

The following bills were passed: By 
Langford, relating to the dissolution of 
swamp lands; by Morehouse, amending 
the civil code relating to executions; 
by Langford, amending section 456 of 
the civil code relating to railroads; by 
Withington, creating a commission for 
the promotion of uniformity of legisla- 
tion in the United States; by Stratton, 
am a tax on 
collateral inheritances, bequests and 
devises, to provide for its collection and 
to direct the disposition of the pro- 
ceeds; by. Bulla, authorizing the gov- 
erning body of any incorporated town 
other than cities of the first class, to 
refund its indebtedness, to issue bonds 
therefor and to provide for the payment 
of the same; by Boyce, extending the 
leave of absence from the State to offi- 
cials to six months; relinquishing to 
the United States the title of this State 
to certain lands. 


Printing Office Investigation. 
SACRAMENTO, March 9.—[Special 
Dispatch.] In the Printing Office in- 
vestigation Foreman Rogers was exam- 
ined at length tonight concerning tech- 
nical matters. It was announced that 
Gov. Budd had not responded to the 
letter requesting his attendance, and 
it was decided to again notify him to 
come before the committee and give it 
what information he has. Senator 
Dickinson expressed himself as dis- 
gusted with the petty character of the 
items examined, and said he proposed 

to call for experts and the books. 


Bills Passed, 

SACRAMENTO, March 9.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Senate Bill 420, defining 
the powers of railroads and which en- 
ables the Santa Fé to buy the At- 
lantic and Pacific line from Mojave 
to Needles, passed the House tonight 
and goes to the Governor.

W.H. Mills stated that the Southern 
Pacific Company’s transportation de- 
partment had been notified by its 
eastern connection to prepare accom- 
modations. for 20,000 passengers to the 
Christian Endeavor convention.

seven years. 

“Comparing 1896 with 1894,” says the 
report, ‘there was a net loss of 2247 
carloads. The gain in 1895 over the 
output for 1894 was chiefly in citrus 
fruits. The loss in 1896 over the out- 
put of 1895 seems-quite large. Of the 
4421 carloads representing the loss, 
1666 were citrus fruits, 861 green de- 
ciduous fruits and 1195 cars raisins. 

‘*Another noticeable feature is that 
we exported or sent out of -hne State 
in. 1893 nearly 7000 carloads of vege- 
tables, while in 1896. the exports had 
fallen to 1617 carloads.”

A MILLION AT STAKE 


on the ‘Legal Constraction of One 


Little Word. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—The 
ownership of a million dollars’ worth 
of land in Oalifornia depends upon the 
legal construction of a word. And a 
very simple word it is, as commonly 
used, a word of only seven letters—the 
little familiar word “brought.” But a 
legal . battle came on in the United 


| States Circuit Court before Judge Mor-| 


row over ‘the meaning of that word, as 
it is used in an act of Congress ap- 
proved on March 3, 1891. 

The act provides that no suit shall be 
“brought” by the United States to va- 
cate or annul any patent to public 
lands issued before the date mentioned, 
within five years from the passage of 
the act. This “period of limitation.” as 
the lawyers term it, expired March 3 
last. Consequently it appears that all 
patents to public lands issued before 
March 3, 1891, became absolute and ir- 
revocable on "March 3, 1896, unless pre- 
viously attacked by suit brought as 
the law requires. _ 7 
‘The case in which the point has been 
raised is that of the United States}; 
against the American Lumber Com- 
pany of Chicago and the Central Trust 
Company of New York. It is a case 
in which the government seeks to have 
cancelled, on the ground of fraud and 
conspiracy, more than 160 different pat- 
ents to redwood timber lands in Cali- 
fornia, situated in Humboldt and Men- 
decino counties. The American Lum- 
ber Company holds the patents to these 
lands, which embrace no less than 27.- 
000 acres, and their value has been esti- 
mated as in the neighborhood of a 
million dollars. The Central Trust 
Company issued mortgage bonds on the 
security of the lands to the amount of 


$300,000. 

The bill of complaint was filed in the 
Circuit Court here ,February 3, 1896. 
That was just a month before the 


.| statutory pericd of limitation expired, 


after which the government could not 
institute suit. The question to be de- 
termined is as to whether or not the 
suit was “brought” when the bill was 
filed. The matter was argued before 
Judge Morrow yesterday. and sub- 
mitted upon briefs. It is said ‘to be the 
first case involving the-question of 
when suit is ‘brought’ in connection 
with United States land patents and 
the limitation of five years thereon. The 
decision will thus afford an important 
precedent for both courts and lawyers.

NEWSPAPER OFFICES 
AND BURNED BY 


PILLAGED 
MOBS, 


Chilean Elections—Press Censor« 
ship in Uruguay—Other South 
American News.

NEW YORK, March 9.—The Herald's 
correspondent in Rio Janeiro, Brazil, 
telegraphs important details of the 
serious defeat of the Federal troops 
by the fanatical insurgents in the State 
of Bahia on Sunday. The news of the 
disaster was at first denied at Rio 
Janeiro. One paper was suppressed 
because it published bulletins from the 
battleground. It is, nevertheless, a 


bush which was cleverly laid by ,the 
fanatics, and before recovering from 
the surprise the Federal vanguard was 
annihilated and the remainder of the 
force, as it came up to the point where 
the fanati¢s were ambushed,.was as- 
sailed and suffered very severe losses. 

The most serious part of the dis- 
aster was not known in the ranks of 
the Brazilians until after they had 
retreated to a place of safety, when it 
was found that Col. Moreira Caesar, 
the chief officer in command, was mis- 
sing. A scouting party was immediately 
sent back to the field where the en- 


of Col. Caesar was discovered. Col. 
Tanarindo and several other officers. 
were also killed, and 200 privetes and 
many officers were wounded. The 
fanatics captured a number of prison- 
ie four guns, with their caissons and 

a large amount of ammunition. 

The news of the disaster has aroused 
great excitement in the Brazilian cap- 
ital, accompanied by some _ disorder.

EUROPE’S DISGRACE. 


The attitude of the great powers on 
the Cretan crisis is indefénsible from 
any and every point of view. It will 
be a monstrous wrong, and a_ dis- 
grace to civilization if their threat to 
coerce Greece be carried out. The 
claim that the peace of all Europe 
would be menaced by a war between 
Greece and Turkey is.sophistical. The 
jeast that the powers could do, in just- 

jee, would be to keep hands off and al- 
low Greece and Turkey to settle the 
_controversy in. their own Wway—by 
war, if no other arbitrament is possi- 
ble. This intervention of the so-called 
“Christian” nations to prop up the 
decaying and barbarous power of Tur- 
key is a dark blot upon the alleged 
civilization of the nineteenth century. 

Germany and Russia seem to be 

- foremost in the demand for immediate 
action against Greece. It is difficult 
to understand how either of the powers 
can justify the attitude assumed. 
Russia, in particular, should be the 
friend and ally of Greece, the religion 
of Russia being that of the Greek 
Church. But every nation of Europe— 
questions of ‘religion and the kinship 
of rulers aside—should be found on 
the side of Greece in this affair, since 
the atrocities of which the Turks have 
of late been guilty have shown con- 
clusively that that nation is utterly 
unworthy to be classed otherwise than 
as a nation of bloodthirsty barbarians. 

‘The moral position of the Greeks is 
impregnable. For three-quarters of a 
century their kinsmen and co-religion- 
ists in Crete have been oppressed by 
Moslem misrule. They have frequently 
revolted, and thousands have fled to 
Greece for protections The task of 
caring for these refugees has become 
a serious burden. The Christians in 

_ Grete far outnumber the Mussulmans, 
and could easily overcome their op- 
pressors and put an end to the abuses 
from which they suffer, if left to them- 
selves. But Mussulman misrule in| 
Crete is backed up by the barbarous 
power of Turkey, hence the appeal of 
the Cretans to Greece, which is their 
natura] friend and ally. 

If the allied powers, of Europe would 
keep out of the quarrel, the Cretans, 
with the aid of their Greek alli 
would speedily throw off the urkif 
yoke. They. do not desire independ- 
ence, fully recognizing the difficulties 
of maintaining it. They desire political 
union with Greece, and by all consid- 
erations of right and justice they are 
entitled to such union. 3 

The “autonomy” which. the powers 

suggest as a solution of the problem 
would mean a continuation of Turkish 
misrule. The rulers would be ap- 
pointed by Turkey, and the so-called 
self-government would be but a name.

_ It is to be hoped that some solution 
of this complication may be reached 
which wil not entail upon Europe the 
foul afid ineradicable disgrace of the 
resefit programme of coercion. 
programme no adequate defense 
$ possible. If it be carried out at the 
present juncture, the question will not 
be settled. Truth and right are eter- 

nal, and cannot be trampled out. 
Greece may be coerced in the pres- 
ent crisis, but out of the smoldering 
embers of coercion will spring a fierce 
flame of resentment which will sooner 
or later sweep over Europe the desola- 
tion of war. The coercion of Greece is 
the one course that will most seriously 
menace the peace of Europe, though 
the danger may not be apparent on the 
surface. |

DISCRIMINATING DUTIES. 


Some opposition has developed to the 
plan for the reénactment of discrim- 
inating duties in favor.of goods im- 
ported in American ships. But it is 
noticeable that» this opposition comes, 
mostly if not wholly, from, the advo- 
cates of free trade, who are as bittérly 
opposed to all forms of protection’ as 
they dre to this particular form. | 

The beneficial results of protection 
to industries conducted on land are de- 
nied only by the rabid opponents of the 
protective policy. The plan of discrim- 
inating duties will merely afford to 
American seamen and ship-Owners a 
measure of, protection in some degree 


other lines of industry. The proposition 
can hardly be denied successfully that 
American capital and labor when en- 
gaged in maritime enterprises are as 
much entitled to protection as they are 
when engaged in any other form of 
activity. Therefore, ‘the objections to 
the proposed plan of. discriminating 
duties are not based upon any substan- 
tioal foundation of logic or sound sense. 
‘The new tariff should contdin a clause 
providing for such’ duties for the pro- 
tection of American shipping. A meas- 
ure of the kind was introduced by Sen- 
ator Elkins of West Virginia at the 
last session of Congress, but of course 
it had no chance of becoming a law so 
long as Grover Cleveland occupied the 
executive chair. Now that we have 
a Republican President -he executive 
approval can be ‘counted upon with 
practical certainty for a measure so 
thoroughly in line with Republican 
ideas and principles. : 

The measure introduced by Mr. EI- 
kins ‘provided for the imposition of 10 
per cent. ad valorem in addition tqall 
other duties, upon merchandise im- 
ported in foreign bottoms. Upon goods 
now on the free list it proposed a 
percent. duty when such goods are 
imported in foreign ships. All mer- 
chandise brought ._to-our shores in 
American ships was exempted from this 

The immediate effect of such an en- 
actment would be the investment of 
some millions of dollars in the building, 
equipment and purchase of American 
ships: Emplédyment would be given to 
thousands of workmen, both in building 
these ships and in manning them. 
American maritime industry would re- 
ceive an enormous ‘impetus, which 
would be felt,»beneficially in hundreds 
of allied industries. It would not be 
‘long before the United States would re- 
gain its supremacy in the carrying of 
its own commerce. Eventually, the vast 
bulk of our imports would come to us 
in American ships, to saves the added 
duty. 4 

The discrimination would impose no 
additional. burd®n upon consumers, for 
the greater part of the carrying trade 
would be transferred to American ves- 
sels, and the goods brought in in foreign 
bottoms would obviously have to be 
sold in our markets at about the same 
prices as those brought in in American 
bottoms, in order to find purchasers. 
Therefore, it cannot truthfully be al- 
leged that the proposed discriminating 
duties would be “a tax on the con- 
sumer.” 

During the first half-century of the 
mation's life American -shipping -was 
protected by discriminating duties, and 
our merchant marine grew rapidly until 
it became the pride of the nation. Its 
decline began soon after the abandon- 
ment of that wise and beneficent policy. 
The purpose of the movement for a re- 
imposition of those duties is the restora- 
tion of American shipping to its former 
commanding position among the great 
industries of the country. The principle 
of discriminating duties is as vitally 
important as that of reciprocity, and 
both should form a part of the new Re- 
tariff. 


The ruling of the board of inspectors 
of steam vessels for the Pacific Coast, 
to the effect that all vessels propelled 
by gasoline or naphtha, of more than 
fifteen tons displacement, must oarry 
a pilot or a master with a pilot’s license, 
is not an arbitrary ruling, but one made 
in the interest of public safety. A 
twenty-ton steam yacht going at full 
speed through a dense fog, could strike 
the Santa Rosa or Queen and sink her 
just as quick as the Oregon or the 
Monterey. The Collins steamer Arctic 
was the largest wooden merchant vessel 
afloat under any flag in 1894, but she 
was sunk in September of. that year off 
Cape Race by alittle French steamer 
called the Vesta, of 228 tons burthen. 
Capt. Luce sent his boats to the rescue 
of the smaller ship and while they were 
veering about in the fog, his own ves- 
sel sunk with a loss of 122 lives. In 
1886, the big steamer Oregon, of the 
Cunard line, collided with a small coal 
schooner off Fire Island and barely was 
able to save her passengers from a 
watery grave.

The only semblance 
of excuse offered by the Councilmen 
who have intimated that they intend 
to vote in favor of accepting the work, 
is that they are tired of the contro- 
versy, and want to get the matter off 
their hands. This, as every intelligent 
citizen will agree, is no excuse at all. 
The members of the City Council are 
employed by the people to look after 
their interests in matters of this kind. 
They have no moral right to dispose 
of any public question otherwise than 
strictly upon its merits. The eyes of 
the public are upon them, and every 
man who betrays the public interest 
will be pilloried for all time. 

It is not alone the property-owners 
on Main street who are interested in 
the outcome of this matter. Every’ 
taxpayer in the city is directly inter- | 
ested, and every non-taxpaying resi- 
dent is indirectly interested. After the 
Main-street pavement has been ac- 
cepted by the Council, the cost of its 
maintenance will fall upon the city. If 
the work has not been done properly, 
the cost of maintenance will be heavy. 
If the work is worthless, as -appears 
almost’ uniformly from the analyses 
made by experts, the entire pavement 
will have to be relaid, and the cost of 
all this work will have to be borne by 
the taxpayers of the city at large. 
Their direct interest in the matter is 
therefore clearly apparent. | 

To present the case in a nutshell, it 
appears from numerous expert analyses 
of the paving material used in the 
Main-street job that it is not in ac- 
cordance with the specifications, and 
is worthless, or practically so, for 
paving purposes. In the light of these 
analyses, the Council has no moral 
right to accept it. At all events, ac- 
tion should be delayed until the status 
of the case can be determined beyond 
yany possibility of error. No Council- 
man is justified in voting for accept- 
ance merely to get rid of an annoying 
qudstion. The actual ‘merits of the 
case should be the sole criterion. Un- 
til the precise status can be ascer- 
tained, beyond dispute, final action 
should be deferred. It would be better 
to delay action for a year than to be- 
tray the people and make them the vic- 
tims of a barefaced swindle. . 

If specifications mean anything in 
putlic work, they mean that there 
shall be no deviation from _ their 
specific terms. Strict adherence to 
specifications -is the only safe course 
in the execution of public or private 
contracts... In public contracts, it is 
especially fncumbent upon those who 
represent, or are: supposed to repre- 
sent the people, to insist upon adher- 
ence to the letter of the agreement. A 
man may sacrifice 
terests if he choose. But no man may 
rightfully sacrifice the interests of 
others, when he is pledged to serve 
those interests to the best of his ability... 

The outcome of this controversy will 
be watched with deep interest by the 
‘people of the entire city. Upon its 
determination much depends. If the 
Main-street job be accepted by’ the 


and definite determination as to its 
conformity to specifications, ‘what 
guarantee of protection have the ‘peo- 
ple against the schemes of swirdling 
contractors in other: work?~ There: fs, 
in point of fact, but one safe course 
to pursue in all public works, and that 
is to_insist upon strict adherence to 
the letter of the contract. There should 
be no deviation from this course in 
the Main-street paving case. If the 
work has been done in accordance with 
the specifications, it should be ac- 
cepted. If it has not been done in ac- 
cordance with the _ specifications, it 
should be rejected. This is the alpha 
and the omega of the matter. 

But it is the imperative duty of the 
Council to determine whether the work 
has been done according to contract. 
The preponderance of evidence, so far 
as it has been adduced, is against ac- 
ceptance. Precipitate action should 
therefore be avoided. No Councilman 
who has a just regard for the public 
interest, and a proper conception of 
his duties and obligations, will vote 
away the people’s money without posi- 
tive assurance that the people have 
received specific and full value there- 
for. 

This Main-street job is a test case. 
If by its acceptance the principle be 
established that the public may be de- 
frauded at the pleasure of complaisant 
Councilmen and scheming contractors, 
all important public improvements will 
be at an end in Los Angeles until a 
Council can be secured which will 
serve the people with loyalty, integrity, 
and consecration to the public*weal. 

The people of Los Angeles are will- 


mate public improvements. But they 
have no money to throw away upon 
confidence games, and they decidedly 
object to being buncoed under any 
‘circumstances. 

The Main-street paving job cannot 
properly be accepted in its present 
status. Councilmen who vote for ac- 
ceptance will be remembered as unsafe 
men and as enemies to the public good. 
Let every citizen watch closely the 
outcome, for every citizen is Vitally in- 
terested.

But France and Italy have long since 
abandoned the unequal struggle against 
England; and in his effort to rival his 
grandmother’s navy the puissant little 
German Kaiser has found anything but 
responsive sentiments in the hearts of 
his beloved Reichstag, while Russia has 
abandoned the Struggle altogether for 
lack of money. 


The great weight of offensive armor 
in the modern war vessel, however, is 
something that cannot fail to endanger 
the security of all on board, not so 
much from itS great weight as from its 
elevation above the center of gravity; 
and this danger is perceptibly increased 
the longer the{vessel is at sea, owing to 
the consumption of coak ig the lower 
hold while the wtight of the guns on 
deck is undiminished. ~The loss of the 
British ship ‘Warrior in the Bay of Bis* 
cay, With all on board, is the most 
striking case of modern times; and the 
recent rough usage of the battleship 
Maine, in our own navy, off Cape Hat- 
teras, should serve as a warning that 
the exhaustion of a ship's supply of 
fuel is apt to precipitate an. appalling 
disaster. The man who could invent a 
platform or elevator for lowering a 
ship’s guns into her hold, during heavy 
weather, would be hailed as & benefac- 
tor to our naval service, yet the great 
size of the rifled guns now in use ren- 
ders such a thing almost impracticable. 
Commenting on this matter, a recent 
issue of the. Oregonian says: 2 

“In thus increasing the load beyond a 
corresponding increase in carrying ca- 
pacity, some of the great European bat- 
tle ships have been developed to.a point 
where they would no longer float. Thus 
far our naval constructors have avoided 
this catastrophe, though the nation has 
at least one battleship in ¢ommission 
that could scarcely be depended upon to 
do effective service in hot action. It is 
plain that the exact balance between 
armor and armament necessary to-.free- 
dom of movement at sea and ability to 
withstand attack near shone, has not 
yet been atcurately gauged: AUmiral 
Bunce found the stmain of handling 
some of the fighting ‘monsters of his 
fieet in a storm so severe that he is sdid 
to have suggested the removal of some 
of their load. The ordnance officers, on 
the contrary, insist that the chief busi- 
ness of such craft is to carry the ma- 
chinery of war, and that the admiral, 
with the aid of the weather service, 
should keep his fleet out of storms.” 

In the world’s earlier agés man wore 
steel armor which became too heavy 
for him and he was compelled to aban- 
dom it. All the strength thagp-he needed

All the Analyses Prove That the 
Specifications Have Been Ignored 
by the Contractors. 


SOME COUNCILMEN ARE WEARY 


THEY ARE TOO TIRED TO DO 
THEIR HONEST DUTY. 


Councilmen; Who Confess Utter Ig- 
norance of the Facts Propose to 
Force Property-owners to Pay 
for Sham Pavement, 


‘The Main-street paving job will be 
the special order of business this morn- 
ing when the Council meets at 10 
o’clock. From the reckless burst of im- 
patience’ which was indulged in on 
Monday afternoon by three or four 
Councilmen, it seems probable that the 
work will be accepted today simply be- 
cause they are tired of hearing the mat- 
ter discussed. There is no reason to 
believe that more than one or two mem- 
bers have any intelligent understanding 
of the problem to be solved; the bal- 
ance are such hopeless cases that they 
do not wish to be informed. The effort 
to enlighten them fills them with re- 
pugnance and dislike of those who seek 
to convince them that they have not 
the first conception of the specifications 
of the contract. 7 

“We are tired of hearing the matter 
discussed, and we want to get rid of 
the whole thing,” sings this chorus of 
less-than-half-informed legislators. ‘‘I 
am tired.of getting up every morning 
@nd reading in- the newspapers under 
big head-lines, ‘Main Street Paving.’ I 
shink we ought to dispose of it at once, 
So Fmove that we take a recess of an 
hour and go out and look at the pave- 
ment, and when we come back, take a 
vote on it, and let that end it.” This 
Was. the manner in which. Councilman 
Hutchison addressed the Council Mon- 
day afternoon, and he found ready 
Sympathizers in Councilmen Blanchard, 

rider and Ashman. It didn’t make 
any difference that they had appointed 
& special comnifittee several weeks ago. 
to investigate the paving job. They did 
not even care to hear any remarks from 
the committee about analyses of the 
paving materials. They were tired, 
forsooth, and in order to overcome their 
sense of weariness-they were anxious 
to force the property-owners of Main 
street to pay $133,000 for a rotten pave- 
ment. Then they could take a delight- 
ful rest in the familiar occupation of 
turning out petty officials at the City 
Hall, and fatten their dull wits while 
they feed their greed for insignificant 
ge utyships. 

he special committee prepared its 
report yesterday, but its contents will 
not be made public until, it is heard in 
the Council. Last Saturday, they de- 
cided to “have two more analyses made 
of samples of the pavement, but the 
Council on Monday peremptorily for- 
bade any expenditure ‘which might 
bring out the truth. Therefore today 
it is to he anticipated that the majority | 
will‘ hazard a guess as to the correct} 
answer to the question, out of a sense 
of weariness, and in abuse of the rights} 
of the property-owners who own two} 
miles of frontage on each side of Main} 
street. 

It will rest with Councilman-Toll to 
present the facts, and, unless the weary 
of the Council bring the discussion 
to an,abrupt close, théy may hear read 
and explained for the first time the an- 
alyses, which some of them are . not 
ashamed to say they have never seen 
when they announce that they have 
made up their minds t6 vote: to accept 
the job; because the pavement looks 
Smooth on.top. Qne practical-minded 
Councilman, who longs for repose of 
mind, has not read the Specifications or 
the analyses made of the pavement, 
but he is ‘satisfied with such ocular 
and verbakdemonstration as he has had 
by walking over ten blocks of the pave- 
,ment, and by being told by an inter- 
ested sub-contractor that he did so and 
so while laying the pavement. . 

It may be too late to convince the

as follows: 

“Wpon the substratum of conerete 
shall be spread and constructed an as- 
| phaltic layer, that shall be two (2) 
inches in thickness after ultimate com- 
pression and shall be composed as fol 
lows: Asphaltic cement, 12 to 17 per 
cent. by weight; sand (thoroughly 
dried) 88 to:83 per cent. by weight. 

“The proportion of asphaltic. cement 
and of sand must be such that after the 
asphaltic. pavement layer has received 
its utmost compression the voids be- 
tween tbe sand particles shall be filled 
up completély with asphalt; no 
more bitumen shalf be present than 
may ‘e necessary to secure this result. 
If it should be necessary in order to 
make a thorougthly compact asphaltic 
layer, the contractor shall displace a 
certain proportion of the sand of the 
asphaltic layer by the same proportion 
of limestone powder ground to a suita- 
} ble fineness. Such proportion shall not 
exceed ten (10) per cent. by weight of 
the asphaltic layer. The asphaltic ce- 
ment shall be camposed of a natural 
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ural liquid asphalt; and it shall. con- 
tain not less than 85 per cent. of bi- 
tumen, 

“The natural solid asphalt shall con- 
tain at least 60 per cent..of bitumen and 
shall be free from all deleterious sub- 
stances, such as rfon-bituminous organio 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
be of even and uniform composition, 
and Sfall contain nothing that will vol- 
atize under @ temperature of 212 deg. 
Fahr Its ¢dntained shall 
be ofa permanent and cementitious na- 
ture, suitable in all respects to make, 
upon proper admixture with the re- 
fined liquid asphalt, a durable and sat- 
isfactory cement. 

“The refined liquid asphalt shall be 
obtaned by treating in suitable vessels, 
and at a suitable temperkture, a 
natural liquid asphalt, so as to deprive 
it of all water, of all oils vaporizable 
under a temperature of 350 deg. Fahren- 
heit, and of all other deletrious sub- 
stances, and the refining process shall 
be so conducted as in no wise to. im- 
pair the valuable qualities of the liquid 
asphalt.’ It absolutely free 
from admixture with any compounds of 
paraffine or coal tar, and shall contain 
no less than 97 per cent. of bitumen. 

“The resulting asphatic cement shall 
be free from water, volatile oils and all 
other deleterious substances, and its 
contained bitumen shall in all respects 
be suitable to meet the requirements of. 
an adhesive and tasting cement, and it 
Shall in all respects have the temper 
and other qualities so that the result- 
ing pavement may not be too soft in 

hé summer or too hard ané brittle in 
the winter.”

“In addition to the foregoing chemi- 
cal analysis, both samples have been 
subjected to physical tests at different 
temperatures, with the following re- 
sults: 

“At temperatures varying from 40 to 
65-deg., Fahr., the material is brittle, 
non-cohegive and ean be easily pul- 
verized to an impalpable dust. ° 
_“When heated to 70 deg., Fahr., it 
commences to soften, but remains brit- 
tle and non-elastic. 

“Heated to 80 deg., Fahr., the soften- 
ing continues, but the material is only 
slightly cohesive. 

‘Heated to 100 déeg., Fahr., the mass 
is reduced to a soft, non-elastic, non- 
cohesive material. 

“Heated above that temperature and 
up to 200 deg., Fahr., the substance 
continues in a pulverulent condition, be- 
ing but slightly cohesive unless sub- 
mitted to great pressure.

“Furthermore the paving © cement 
has been made by fluxing an inferior

The Board of. Health row has taken 
bn an entirely’ new phase, and the 
Council. and their would-be appointees 
appear to have been lodged in a deep 
hole by the shrewd maneuvering of the 
Mayor. 

After Isidore B. Dockweiler and W. 
R. Bacon, the attorneys for Mayor Sny- 
der’s party, had consulted their. law, 
books yesterday, a clever strategic niay | 
mwas decided upon, and the Board of 
Health was hurriedly summoned to 
meet in, Mayor Snyder's office late yes- 
terday afternoon. All the members of

_ Mayor’s hands. The following resolu- 
tion, which had been prepared in ad- 
vance, was offered by Dr. Colburn: 4+ 
““‘Whereas. on the 8th day of March, 
1897, the City Council of Los Angeles 
passed and adopted an ordinance en- 
titled ordinance No. 4101, new series, 


_ providing for the number of employés 


in the health office and fixing the 
amount of their compensation, in whieh 
ordinance there is a provision that all 


' of said employés shall be appointed by 


the City Council; and, whereas, said 
provision is in conflict with the charter 
of this city, and therefore void and in- 
operative, notwithstanding which a 
question as to the status of the present 
employés of this board has arisen, now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this board proceed to 
the appointment of five sanitary in- 
Spectors, one of which shall act as clerk 
of the department, and one other of 
which shall be insnector of street- 
@€weeping, one meat and milk ‘inspector, 
and one keeper of the City Hospital, 
said employés to be paid the salaries 
provided by the ordinance now in 


‘force’ 


The old employés were immediately 
_mominated and unanimously elected, on 
the strength of the legal opinion ex- 
pressed in. .the “resolution adopted. 
These are M. 8S. Reed, sanitary in- 
Spector, to act as clerk; E. J. Morris, 
inspector to act as street-sweeping in- 
‘epector: George Retzer, Louis Sieweke 
and Charlesi M. Wright inspectors; 
George K. Dodson, méat and milk in- 
Spector, and J. A. Keyes, meeper of the 
City Hospital. 

These men, who had been fully ap- 
prised of the movements of the board, 
‘were in waiting outside. Five minutes 
, after the meeting of the board ad- 
* Journed. they appeared ~ before City 
Clerk Hance and were sworn in. 

One or two of the prospective inspect- 
ors under Councilmanic protection 
heard of the sharp play of the Board 
of health at once, and there was great 
scurrying to find their patrons. If the 
Council should decide today to proceed 
in disregard of the action of the 
Board of Health and appoint its 
list of tmployés, new: complications 
may be expected te follow. It is 
said that City Clerk Hance has 
looked into the legal status of the case 
and is convinced that under the terms 
of the charter the Council has no ap- 
_ pointive power. With this opinion he 
is prepared, it is said, to refuse to rec- 
ognize any appointments to the health 
office by the Council, and, if occasion 
arises,. he will deny the right to a new 
lot of etl to be sworn in in his 


_ office. What will then follow can only 


be conjectured, but it seems clear that 
the councilmen who insist upon having 
more patronage will be obliged to go 
into court to establish their right to 


‘eppoint the employés of the board.

THE SPENCER TRIAL. 


MRS. SPENCER AND C. D. NEWTON 
ON THE STAND, 
The Plaintiff Still Introducing Testi- 
mony to Prove That Spencer 
Was’ Unduly Infinenced in Dis- 


The obenens Spencer. case was again 


‘on trial before J udge Van Dyke yester- 


day in Department Four. The plaintiff 
consumed the afternoon in introducing 
testimony in rebuttal. This proceeding 
is a rather.unusual_one, hut is due to, 
the fact that the defense submitted the 
case on prima facie evidence. 

Cc. E. Huber was the first witness 
called. He testified to the rough treat- 
ment of Spencer by his wife. J. 8S. 
Slauson té6K the stand to testify as to 
the value of the ranch property deeded 


_| to Mrs, Spencer by her husband. The 


land was bought in 1883. 

A young man named John H. 
Matthews, his father, William M. 
Matthews; Willie Melville, a boy of 14 
years, and a son of William Matthews 
aged 11, were called to testify as to 
what they. had seen of the Spencers 
when they all lived fn the same neigh- 
borhood. The boys told a story in 
whigh they described Mrs. Spencer in 
the act of beating her husband with a 
shingle, he taking his punishment with- 
out a murmur or.attempt to escape. 


‘The testimony of the youngest boy was 


‘stricken out by the court, as he was] 
adjudged too young to be a competent 
witness. Atterney Lamme waived 
cross-éxamination: in this «instance, 
stating that he did not care to go that 
near the cradle for testimony in such 
a trial. 

Ebenezer Mellville was called and tes- 
tified as to the condition of the gas fix- 
ture in the bathroom which Spencer 
was found asphyxiated. Otto Cornelius 
told of an incident that occurred while 
he -was taking the Spencers out for a 
ride. The witness said that Spencer 
and Mrs. Spencer got into a discussion, 
which wound up-by her calling Spencer 
an old fool, and telling him that she 
wished he was dead. 

Cc. D. Newton was caHed upon to tell 
what he knew of the salacious letters,.} 
copies of which are attached to the 
deposition of Mrs. Newton, and which 
are alleged to have been written by 
Newton in Chicago and sent to Mrs. 
Spencer in Los Angeles. Newton said 
that he had written portions of them to 
his wife, but that he had not written all 
of them. He said he had destroyed the 
letters he had written. -Newton’ pro- 
nounhces the letters forgeries in a num- 

er of essential details, and intimates 

hat the names ‘Jennie’ and “Annie,” 
those of his wife and Mrs. Spencer, are 
so similar as to be easily changed. The 
prosecution was considerably elated by 
Newton’s admission that he had de- 
stroyed the letters, as their disposal has 
been a matter of conjecture heretofore. 

Mrs. Spencer herself was recalled for 
a purpose which was not entirely 
brought out by the limited examination 
given her yesterday, and she will be 
questioned further on the same subject 
this morning. As much of the prosecu- 
tion’s object as was disclosed, however, 
shows that there are some more impor- 
tant letters to figure in the case. These 
letters, four or five in-number, have not 
as yet been introduced as evidence, but 
were placed in Mrs. Spenéer’s hands to 
see if she could identify them. She said 
that she did not recollect ever having 
seen them before. 

These letters purport to have been 
written by Spencer to his son and 
daughter and to Mrs. Spencer, a short 
time before his death. They refer to 
his despondent condition of mind, and 
state that when they would be received 
by the parties to whom they were sent, 
the writer would be no longer among 
the living. In regard to Spencer’s sig- 
nature to the letters, Mrs. Spencer said 
that it did not look as “bold” as his 
usual chirography. 


AMENDED THE COMPLAINT. 


The Street-railway Fight Will Be 
Heard in Court Today. 

The case of W. I. Hook of thé Trac- 
tion Company .ys. the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, et al.; was set for 
a hearing yesterday afterneon before 
Judge Clark in Department Two, but 
as Atty. Lamme, yYis one of the 
plaintiff’s counsel, said to the court 
that he had been in the city less than 
an hour, and was forced to be present 
at the Spencer trial before Judge Van 
Dyke, the case was continued until to- 
day at 1 o'clock.

This has been rendered. necessary. by 
the breaking off of relations with the 
California Wine Association, to which, 
and Lachman & Jacobi, sales have 
been made exclusively during the last 
two. seasons. 

"Hereafter the corporation wines will 
be offered to all responsible buyers 
alike. A minimum price is fixed for 
those wines which, from inferior qual- 
ity or lack of proper meane of storage, 
should be sold early, but to check un- 
‘due haste and to induce.retention of

Oo possess well-built cellars in favor- 
Sie localities, and whose produce is 
strong and of superior quality, a pre- 
mium is allowed on the price of sale 
the minimum .of 17% cents 

allon and the 20 cents fixed by. the 

ration. The. object sought, as 
“ forth in the circular to be sent 
out, is to perfect and carry our the 
true and equal benefits of the corpora- 
tion as provided in the original agree- 
ment, and to this end the deliveries 
of wines and thé payment therefor are 
distributed proportionately throughout 
the season among all members who 
have wine for sale at ordinary prices. 
To meet these desires and the new con- 
ditions of the trade, the following rules 
have been made: 

‘Wines, when ready for sale, should 
be transferred to the sale~ column by 
the member and the corporation noti- 
fied of the price demanded—not in any 
case less.than 17% cents, and as near

By this plan the Winemakers’ ‘Cor- 
poration believes that it will be able to 
regulate jthe market and prevent any 
‘break in prices. Of ‘the estimated crop 
of dry wines of 1896 it has had trans- 
ferred 6,423,100 gallons from members, 
besides 1,500,000 gallons of the reserve 
stock of the previous season, making 
8,000,000 gallons in all. Last year the 
shipments of New Orleans alone were 

;000,000 gations, and last month, the 
dullest — of the year, 1,250,000 gallons 
were sent to eastern points. The de- 
mand for California wine is’ becoming 
active, and the indications are that the 
makers will obtain fair prone s from the 
product of 1896.

NEW YORK, March 9.—The special feature 
of today’s stock market was the varying 
movement in the price of Manhattan, due to 
conflicting reports regarding the action of the 
Executive Committee on the rate of dividend 
to be declared. Before the meeting of the 
committee th stock rose % per cent. to 86%, 
apparently on the belief that the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. would be 
declared. The announcement that the rates 
had been reduced to 1 per cent. caused a fall 
to’ 84. There was a rally, followed by a re- 
newed decline to 83, the close being at 83%, 
or a net decline for the day of 15% per cent. 
The fall in prices was sufficient to exert a 
decided influence on the market, which was 
largely confined to professional operations. 
Although the price of New Jersey Central 
rose % per cent. in the early dealings, it 
broke 2 per cent., thus exerting an unfavor- 
able influence on the market and contributing 
to the general fall in prices. The Industrials 
suffered to some extent from the recom- 
mendations contained. in the report of the 
committee investigating the trusts which 
were presented at Albany. Sugar lost a point. 
The news of hostilities in Crete and the 
doubt of actual accord of the powers as to 
measures for their suppression awakened re- 
newed uneasiness here and was conducive 
in effecting the downward course of prices. 
There seemed to a good inquiry developing 
at one time during the day for railways. The 
final dealings showed a weak market with 
slight fractional recoveries at the close. . 
The bond market lacked feature, but prices 
were’ gencrally a shade higher. The sal 
were $1,125,000. Government bonds were in 
demand and hardened, especially on pur- 
chases of $160,000.

THE PASADENA DELEGATION 
BEHAVED AT SAN PEDRO. 
Death of the Wife of Prof. Switt 
at Echo Mountain — Return of 
a Lost Man—Brevities and Per- 
sonals, 


PASADENA, March 9.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondente.] The Pasadena Board of 
Trade could hardly have been better 
represented than it was today in the 
Terminal excursion to San Pedr@. 
Nearly one hundred members availed 
themselves of the railroad company’s 
invitation to visit the deep-sea harbor. 

The special ‘train provided for the 
oceasion left from Colorado street about 
10 a.m. Every one present was pre- 
"* pared for a day of thorough enjoyment, 

and none were disappointed. Silk

The procession passed 
from .car to car, and even the most 
staid joined in the spirit of merriment 
and good-fellowship. Tf any evidence 
were needed of the popular rejoicing 
over the Harbor Board’s choice, it

WHY POVERTY? 

CHU RCHMEN AND LAWYER DISCUSS 
THE QUESTION. 


Bishop Montgomery Believes Hon- 


Dif- 
ferent Views. 


The meeting at Music Halli ‘last 
night to discuss the question of cap- 
ital and labor, was well attended. 

Chairman E. Fulton called the 
meeting to order at 8 o’clock and made 
a few remarks, stating the object’ of 
the meeting and that last night’s meet- 
ing was the first of a series to be held. 

Miss Rosini Rosin was introduced by 
the chairman and sang a solo. 

The chairman then introduced Bishop 
Montgomery. The bishop thought that 
honesty was the best policy. All 
should study the political problems of 
today and when a policy was found to 
be correct, whether Democrats, Pop- 
ulists or Republicans had , enunciated 
it first, it should be set down at true. 
If our citizens were honest the poli- 
ticians would be honest.! Our legislators 
shculd be paid fair salaries and then 
they would not be so much’ tempted 
by. corruptionists. Two powers, moral 
and physical, had always ruled the 
world. It should be the moral force 
in this country, but if the citizenship 
had no conscience then physical force 
would soon assert itself and revolution 


dividual and no one will desire an- 
other man’s property. -The_ bishop 
was very eloquent in his remarks and 
held the close attention of his audience. 
He closed by stating that production 
and distribution had become monop- 
olies, and that the only way to settle 
these questions was by~having an hon- 
est citizenship and electing honest men 
to our Legislatures.
